work and after the centre 
opens.

programme.

“We’re doing every¬ 
thing we can to deliver 
the project on time whilst 
minimising disruption. 

“It will be well worth it 
once this fantastic new 
asset to the town is up 
and running.” 

Seaton Jurassic has se¬ 
cured almost £4million

AXMINSTER Town Council may assume interim re¬ 
sponsibility of the Axminster Youth Centre building, 
formerly Pippins. 

Mayor Jeremy Walden has arranged an extra-ordi¬ 
nary meeting of the town council to discuss the pos¬ 
sibility, to be held in the Guildhall today (Tueday) 
from 6pm. 

Organisations and individuals were invited to make 
expressions of interest to either manage the building 
or rent a space in it after Devon County Council’s 
(DCC) decision to close its youth club as part of a 
cost-cutting programme. 

At least two expressions of interest have been 
made - a joint bid by Axe Valley Community College 
and Axminster Tools & Machinery plus a separate bid 
by Anna Jacobs of The Montessori Nursery Ltd. 

But Councillor Walden believes it will be at least six 
months until a long-term arrangement is in place, 
which leaves current tenant The Project (which sup¬ 
ports young people with mental health issues) in 
limbo. 

In addition, Councillor Walden is also keen to set up 
an alternative youth club as soon as possible, al¬ 
though not necessarily in Pippins. 

He said: “With youth services withdrawn, the cen¬ 
tre is due to close on September 1st. 

“This will mean there will be no venue for The Proj¬ 
ect or the youth club. 

Councillors Paul Hayward, Lara Rowe and I are 
working with interested volunteers and young peo¬ 
ple to set up a new youth club, as a separate organi¬ 
sation, not necessarily site-specific, and this is 
ongoing. 

“What is clear is that both The Project and the 
youth club need a home for the short-term, and I 
agreed to investigate with the town council if we 
could take on responsibility until more concrete so¬ 
lutions can be formulated. 

“I must emphasise that I did not commit the town 
council to anything beyond a discussion of what we 
are able and willing to do.” 


I WAS privileged to get a sneak preview of Axmin¬ 
ster Town’s new football ground in Chard Road last 
week, courtesy of a personal tour by club chair¬ 
man Ray Self. 

As someone who has failed miserably to bring 
new and better facilities to my own home town 
club, I left the site a very jealous man. The Tigers’ 
new stadium is nothing short of breathtaking in 
design and quality of finish. 

As always with such major projects, there’s been 
a few hiccups along the way, especially with the 
laying and drainage of the pitches.

SIDMOUTH 

County budget to 
repair potholes 

MOTORISTS in Sidmouth are to benefit from a multi¬ 
million-pound programme to patch up storm-dam- 
aged roads across Devon. 

Potholes will be filled on five stretches of road 
around the town, as part of a new effort by Devon 
County Council to bring highways up to scratch. 

The council has developed a programme of repair 
schemes to help Devon’s roads recover from the 
wettest winter on record. 

And more than £9 million of funding from central 
government has been set aside for the major repair 
project. 

Some of the money will be put to use in Sidmouth, 
with four stretches of toad set to be restored. 

Work will be carried out on Sidford Road, Station 
Road and The Bowd, where the severe weather left 
its mark earlier this year. 

Additional repairs on the B3176 between Ice House 
Lane and Bulverton Park have also been planned. 

Sidmouth councillor Stuart Hughes, who is Devon 
County Council’s cabinet member for highway man¬ 
agement, said: “This additional funding from the 
Government is providing us with a comprehensive 
programme to not only repair our roads but also pro¬ 
tect them.” 


OTTERY councillors have been leading calls for more 
clarity on the future of hospital beds across East 
Devon. 

District councillors Roger Giles and Claire Wright - 
who also serves on the county council - criticised 
NHS bosses last week, over delays to the consulta¬ 
tion process. 

The Northern, Eastern and Western Devon Clinical 
Commissioning Group (NEW Devon CCG) is currently 
reviewing its commitment to beds across the dis¬ 
trict's five community hospitals. 

It claims the existing model is “economically ineffi¬ 
cient” and the number of beds could be reduced. 

Health bosses had previously told councillors that 
a consultation would be launched by the end of July 
or early August at the latest. 

But the CCG has come under fire from some of the 
council’s Ottery members for its failure to deliver on 
time. 

Councillor Roger Giles said: “NEW Devon CCG has 
said that it wants to close some or all of the inpatient 
beds at Axminster, Honiton, Ottery, Seaton and Sid¬ 
mouth hospitals. 

“Many people are understandably concerned about 
the future of their community hospitals. 

“THE CCG promised at the EDDC scrutiny commit¬ 
tee [meeting] on June 12th that a consultation on 
precisely where it plans to close beds would be 
launched at the end of July or early August. Yet more 
than halfway through August there is no sign of the 
promised consultation, no apology for its non-ap¬ 
pearance, no explanation for the delay and no indi¬ 
cation when we might expect it.” 

He added: “Could it be that the CCG has got cold feet 
about the response to its proposals? Does the CCG 
fear a hostile reaction to its bed closure plans? 

“Perhaps the main consideration for CCG spin doc¬ 
tors is when best to release the consultation to min¬ 
imise the expected storm of protest.” 

Health representatives revealed in June that the 
current total of 64 beds could be slashed to 48, pos¬ 
sibly spread across two or three sites. 

No decisions have yet been made, but there is con¬ 
cern that beds at Ottery Hospital could be reallocated 
to Honiton under the plans. 

The CCG is due to address all 59 members of the 
district council, but Ottery councillor Claire Wright 
has called for the update to be brought forward. 

She said: “I wonder how a meeting of 59 councillors 
can achieve anything like approaching scrutiny of 
one of the most important pieces of information to 
ever be released by the local NHS. 

“At a time like this it is vital that we have well in¬ 
formed and effective scrutiny - many questions will 
need to be asked.”

District planners warn ‘it could be 
months’ before Local Plan is ready 


PLANNING bosses at East Devon District Council 
have warned that it could be months before key 
data on the need for housing is determined, caus¬ 
ing further delays to the completion of a Local 
Plan. 

The council has been working on a blueprint 
plan for the future development of the district, 
which will include housing growth allocations to 
help guide decisions on major planning applica¬ 
tions. 

A draft of the plan was rejected earlier this year 
by a government inspector, who asked the coun¬ 
cil to carry out more research to back up its esti¬ 
mate of 15,000 new homes by 2026. 

And as part of the process, consultants were 
commissioned to produce a Strategic Housing 
Market Assessment (SHMA) by looking at hous¬ 
ing trends over the past 30 years. 

But in a progress report that will be presented to 
councillors today (Tuesday), planning experts 
warn that it may take some time before all the rel¬ 
evant data can be collected. 

In the report, planning policy manager Matt 
Dickins says: “It is likely to be months rather than 
weeks before we will have an objectively as¬ 
sessed housing need against which to revise our 
housing land supply figures. 

“In the meantime, based on the available infor¬ 
mation, we can only conclude that we do not have 
a five-year housing land supply and so should 
continue to consider each application accord¬ 
ingly.” 

Opposition groups continue to argue that, with¬ 
out a five-year housing land supply, developers 
are being given “free rein" to build on unsuitable 
sites across the district. 

Reacting to the report, a spokesperson for pres¬ 
sure group East Devon Alliance, said: “Developers

are pretty much given free rein to build anywhere 
in East Devon unless EDDC can provide very 
strong reasons that they cannot - this as a result 
of the Government's National Planning Policy 
Framework (NPPF), which ripped up all previous 
rules and gave the green light to building just 
about anywhere." 

The government inspector had previously indi¬ 
cated that he would be ready to re-examine the 
draft plan in the autumn, but the report says more 
time is needed to complete the research. 

Nevertheless, the council claims the report in¬ 
dicates a step in the right direction. 

Councillor Andrew Moulding, EDDC's deputy 
leader and cabinet member for strategic develop¬ 
ment and partnerships, said: “The modelling car¬ 
ried out so far by our SHMA consultants is based 
on population factors and uses information on 
household formation rates. 

“Taken on their own, these past trends suggest 
there would be a need for around 11,358 extra 
houses in East Devon. 

“But this is not an objectively assessed housing 
need figure - it is a trend-based figure only. 

“There are a number of other important factors 
to be taken into account that are likely to affect 
that total. 

“At the moment we do not know what the 
change might be, so we need to look at all the lat¬ 
est data before we reach a final decision." 

The report will be presented to the council’s de¬ 
velopment management committee today (Tues¬ 
day).

Strong GCSE results at Axe Valley

Parish council gives Colyford 
same consideration as Colyton 


■ I AM writing in response to your item “From the 
editor’s chair” in Pulman’s View From , August 
19th. 

You raised two matters, firstly the status of Coly¬ 
ford in the Colyton and Colyford Parish Council 
and secondly the recording of our meetings. 

The parish council is for Colyton and Colyford, 
and I think you will find that nearly all the council¬ 
lors consider themselves to have been elected to 
represent both communities. Issues concerning 
Colyford are given the same consideration as those 
concerning Colyton, and there is no limit (up to 13) 
as to how many councillors living in Colyford can 
sit on the parish council. 

Councillor Howard West raised the matter of what 
he considers Colyford’s position to be, and this was 
debated in the normal democratic manner. He found 
himself in a minority because other councillors did¬ 
n’t agree with his views, one reason being they had 
not been approached by Colyford residents express¬ 


ing their dissatisfaction. In a democratic debate the 
view of the majority prevails and I don’t consider 
Councillor West was “castigated”, merely the views 
he expressed were not supported. 

As to your recording of our meetings, the problem 
was that you did it covertly without the normal 
courtesy of asking. Members of the public who 
wish to speak at a parish council meeting have a 
right not to be recorded if they don’t wish to be. If 
you are recording secretly their rights are infringed. 

As to your assertion that there are matters we 
would rather you didn’t report, this is nonsense; we 
welcome the public and the press to our meetings. 
Councillors volunteer to give up their time for the 
benefit of both Colyton and Colyford, and matters 
concerning the two communities are always de¬ 
bated openly.

Women's Institutes 
ROUNDUP 


THE Reverend Simon Crittall leads this week: “For many 
readers, thoughts and prayers this week will probably be 
concerned about events in the Middle East and how they 
are affecting many people, either directly or indirectly. 
“As we continue to help and pray it seems that some head¬ 
way is at last being made by the western powers. Help is 
still needed and one sure destination is the Foundation for 
Relief & Reconciliation in the Middle East, led by Canon 
Andrew White. Their website is www.frrme.org and can ac¬ 
cept donations, and there are further routes. 

“There are many ways of helping those who have had to 
flee their own homes, such as in Mosul where it is reported 
that over 35,000 Christians have been forced to leave their 
homes and go elsewhere, often in tents. 

“Archbishop Welby has spoken publicly about his concern 
for Gaza and those parts. While commending humanitarian 
help as a priority, he stressed the need for a renewed com¬ 
mitment to political dialogue and the search for space by 
all sides. 

“Alongside the political disagreements it is disturbing to re¬ 
port that an outbreak of Ebola has broken out on the main¬ 
land of the African continent. TheWorld Health 
Organisation has been alerted and nearly 1,000 deaths have 
been blamed for it. 

“Archbishop Welby has continued his 10-day visit to the 
Provinces of the South Pacific. In the first two years of his 
office the Archbishop will have visited every province in 
the communion - something not achieved for years. 

“It is clearly the time for priestly travel as the Pontiff is 
making his first visit as such to the Far East. By tradition a 
radio greeting is passed to every country passed through 
and China was a recipient for the first time. The Pope is 
spending five days in South Korea where 10 per cent are 
Christian, and growing. Two defectors from the north came 
south. Soon after arriving the Pope said that peace on the 
divided Korean Peninsula had always been in his heart - 
unusually he spoke in English for the visit.” 

Churches and their people kn ow they cannot ignore worldly 
problems. Thus it is good that the Bishop of Sheffield sup¬ 
ports the setting up of an Armed Forces credit union. A 
credit union - The Churches’ Mutual Credit Union - is in 
being. 

Of church interest also is a proposed poll of Anglican clergy 
to ask if they feel the Church of England is stuffy and out 
of touch. The question is part of a YouGov survey of a ran¬ 
dom number of 5,000 clergy - almost one third of those are 
under 70 years of age and listed in Crockford. 

East Devon Churches have a further World War One com¬ 
memoration in early October, and Friday, October 3rd will 
be at Shute Church, and Saturday, October 4th at Stockland 
Church, both at 7.30pm with entry costing £5. Tickets are 
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available at Hurfords Stores in Kilmington and profits go 
to We Will Stand for Those Who Fell. 

To come before these events is Seaton Carnival car treasure 
hunt on Tuesday, August 26th and more events throughout 
the week. 

Thursday, August 28th at the Minster Church at Axminster 
is the regular lunchtime concert from 12.30pm to 1pm, 
which is a Gilbert & Sullivan programme. 

St Paul’s in Honiton has an organ concert on Friday, August 
29th featuring Stephen Bell. Tickets cost £5 at the door and 
light lunches following the music cost £4. 

The retirements of two Archdeacons in the Diocese takes 
place this summer, as was announced much earlier - first 
the Archdeacon of Totnes, John Rawlings, leaves and is 
followed by the Venble David Gunn-Johnson from the 
Archdeaconry of Barnstaple, but well-known in East Devon 
due to his time in the Colyton Mission Community before 
his move north. He retires after 11 years in North Devon, 
but will reside in the county. 

The Reverend Simon Holiday will be licensed as Priest in 
Charge at the Five Alive Mission Community on September 
29th at Stockland Church, 7.30pm. Next day the Reverend 
Philip Butcher of the Honiton Mission Community will pre¬ 
side at his first Celebration of the Eucharist at St Paul’s 
Church, Honiton, on September 30th, 7.30pm. On both 
dates those attending are asked to say if robing. 

Ottery Parish Church continues with Messy Church on the 
second Monday of the month but is looking for helpers for 
this, Play & Praise and other work with Children and Young 
people. Unexpected serious illness and a return to work 
have depleted the bank of wonderful helpers. 

Each Friday at 4pm there is a service of Holy Communion 
in the Ottery Hospital for patients, friends and other sup¬ 
porters. The previous priest at St Anthony’s Roman 
Catholic Church is hoping to visit during the month. 

The Tuesday morning coffee get-togethers at the Methodist 
and parish churches are attracting a number of non-church- 
goers as well as some of the regular congregations - every¬ 
one is welcome.

Anxiety and stress can often create symptoms 
that in time cause illness. Anxiety is known to 
produce noticeable physical symptoms, such as 
rapid heartbeat, high blood pressure, and diges¬ 
tive problems. In General Anxiety Disorder (GAD) 
and Social Anxiety Disorder (SAD) the symptoms 
become so severe that normal daily functioning. 
Clinical Hypnosis and Cognitive behavioural ther¬ 
apy (CBT) are common treatments for stress and 
anxiety disorders and can be very effective in 
changing thinking and responses. 

In contrast with CBT and in may ways very similar 
to Hypnosis Mindfulness and mindfulness-based 
therapies (MBTs) seek to change the relationship 
between the anxious person and his or her 
thoughts. 

In mindfulness, the person focuses on the bodily 
sensations that arise when anxious. Instead of 
avoiding or withdrawing from these feelings, the 
focus is on remaining present and fully experi¬ 
ences the symptoms of anxiety. Instead of 
avoiding distressing thoughts, opening up to 
them in an effort to accept that they are not lit¬ 
erally true, just ideas and imaginings often related 
to the past or future events but no less unreal in 
the present. 

By remaining present in the moment aware of the 
breath and the body, individuals can learn that 
the anxiety they experience is merely a reaction 
to thoughts. By positively responding to threat¬ 
ening events instead of being reactive they can 
overcome an mistaken stress fight-or-flight re¬ 
sponse, and take control of their life.

New Lexus NX Takes Suv Design out of the Box 



LEXUS is reshaping SUV design with styling 
for its new NX that owes more to sportscars 
than slab-sided 4x4s. The model that marks 
the company’s entry into the mid-size luxury 
SUV market makes a big visual statement 
with muscular curves and agile angles, repre¬ 
senting the latest development of Lexus’s L- 
finesse contemporary design language. 

The high-impact exterior presents a low, 
sloping roofline, a cab-forward silhouette, 
powerfully flared wheel arches and defining 
bodywork lines that flow directly from the sig¬ 
nature Lexus spindle grille. 

Making a vehicle appear as though it’s 
forged from a single piece of metal is a famil¬ 


iar design concept, but Lexus took it to heart 
by actually pouring molten metal over the die 
used to make the grille and studying the natu¬ 
ral shape the flow created. The result inspired 
the NX’s angular shape - a look that’s distinct 
from any other model in its class. 

The NX has the most distinctive “face” in 
the current Lexus line-up, its prominent spin¬ 
dle grille flanked by new LED headlamps and 
daytime running lights. 

It’s not a case of style over substance, 
though. For example the C-pillar has a wide 
angle to maximise internal storage width. The 
crouched look is linked to the NX’s good 
ramp-over angle performance, and the fact the 


high point of the roof is set rearward ensures 
good headroom for rear passengers. 

The exterior also achieves an ideal balance 
between distinctive design and aerodynamic 
efficiency, a major challenge for the design 
team given the car’s overall compact dimen¬ 
sions. A rear spoiler was essential to create a 
smooth flow of air away from the back of the 
vehicle, and extensive wind tunnel testing re¬ 
vealed that the best results came from giving 
the leading edge of the fin an upturned lip - a 
detail that stands out as a design accent while 
also helping secure the NX a low (0.33) coef¬ 
ficient of drag. 

Similarly, the door mirrors and handles have 
air-cheating design, the latter being particu¬ 
larly eye-catching thanks to a concealed key 
barrel and integrated single-LED illumination. 

The detailed work continues out of sight, be¬ 
neath the car, where undercovers and spats de¬ 
signed specifically for the NX, ensure a clean 
airflow. 

Where the interior is concerned, chief de¬ 
signer Tetsuo Miki wanted to capture the kind 
of style impact associated with high-end urban 
sports gear with a combination of structural 
good looks and luxurious but functional ma¬ 
terials and textures. 

His mission has delivered a driver’s cockpit 
that reaps the full benefit of Lexus’s advances 
in HMI technology, combined with elements 
that reflect the NX’s SUV status, such as soft 
leather kneepads either side of the prominent 
centre console. 

The cabin provides ample space for every¬ 
one on board, with best-in-segment space in

Throughout there is a typi¬ 
cally Lexus attention to detail, as in the high- 
friction material used to line the inside of the 
cup holder that lets the driver open a twist-cap 
bottle one-handed.

Next year the range will grow to include 
the NX 200t, the first model to adopt Lexus’s 
new 2.0-litre petrol turbo engine.
